WASHINGTON - (/P) - Industrin 


employment fell off three-tenths oi 
one per cent during February as com- 
pared with January, but the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said Sunday Una 
earnings increased one-tenth of one 
per cent for 4,542,752 industrial work- 
crsemployed. 


The monthly report of the bureau 


compiled from reports of 00,252 es- 
tablishments showed that manufactur- 
ing, hotels and canning plants increas- 
ed their staffs by 1.2, 1,3 and 5.9 per 
cent respectively. Total earnings in 
these groups increased 2.1, .1 and 2.0 
per cent.
